Which has answered the aiJ- 
uals of so many enynent Americans, 
and of our f amity, by denying to us the 
chance of life, let us hear it from you.

bring It clamoring to your door to 
change your decision." 

F riends, we know and share ycur 
•weariness from our long efforts 
which we hoped would be ending. Yel 
we know all of us committed to justice! 
in this case can only react in one uni - \ 
fied way—rebound wdth a completelv * 
overhauled public drive geared to the 
new situation. Toi,ether we have 
moved mountains to bring the vast ' 
support that exists. We will mov'' big- 
ger moumains to tear open this case in 
the glaring light of public opinion so 
that public officials will have no choice 
but to relciusp Morton Sobell, 

With speedy action essential, we de- 
•clare: 

1. There must be an entirely new 
type of effort. To plan this jointly, we 
are calling Sobell Committee repre- 
sentatives to fin Emergency National 
Sobell Committee Meeting for the 
weekend of Oct. 14 and 15, In New 
York City. Preliminary ideas arc be- 
ing sent all committees for local dis^ 
cuRsion. \ 

2.»OHr attome.vs, the firm of Don-\ 
nor. Perlin and Piel, v-’lll be In court* 
within a few weeks with a batters* of 
new motions prepared tor this even- 
tuality. The attorneys are also acting 
to guarantee Morton adequate diet 
and medical care in the face of a pos- 
sible need for gall bladder surgery. 

3. At once, you should call Impor- 
tant persons In your city who have ap- 
pealed previously, and ask them to 
write rejeciing the depr.ry Attorney 
General’s letter as the President’s fi- 
nal anawer. 

4. We urgently need funds to take 
care of all that must be done im- 
mediately. 

In conclusion, we do not minimize 
the severity of the blow from Wash- 
ington. W« do not fool ourselves about 
the enormity of W'hat must be accent 
pushed. Nor do wc have the answep 
for all that "nc must do. ] 

We do know with all our strength, 
that the Sobell case cannot be burlc'd 
wltit a "no" from Washington, whether 
the froniier bt? new or old.

under President Trunian, shelved clemency pleas lor the Ro.sen- 
, bergs from people all over the world including the Pope. 

I Kaufman left the ceremony without being seen by the pickets, 
i Brownell spoke briefly with Helen Sobell, w'ho reminded him of the 
years she had tried to bring the case to his' personal attention. 
When Attorney General Kennedy came out, the Sobell family 
walked along with him for a block or more. The picket signs told 
w'ho they were. Twelve-year old Mark exclaimed, “My father is in- 
nocent. Please let my father go!” Sydney, a poised young woman, 
reminded him ol the many times the family had tried to see him.

{nically began Dec. 10, 1052. when his appeal was rejected. 

’ Mrs. Sobell wrote to Byron White this month that her hits- 
hand would have been free during the eight months preceding the 
trial [and cmstotnanly during the appeal periled too] If they had 
been able to post the $100,000 bail. “He wus then being punished 
for one reason only.” she w'rote, “lack of money. I cannot believe 
that our Constitution and Jaw car. accept t-hi.s as equitable treat- 
men t."

Abe had aetjui-ved. at 
an early age. a cj'itical understanding of capitalism; sociali.^in be- 
came his creed which, despite his business ventures, was his con- 
stant and ever-present preoccupation, and to which he wa."; at all 
times ready to make any sacrifice compatible with ihe necessirit^ of 
liic. 

As a youn.giter, he bexame a member of the Russian Sociftl- 
D(moc;a.:ic Club on East Broadway; he later joined Di; Leon's 
Socialist Labor Party, which he seems to have left together with a 
.segment of the party that formed the Socialist Pary, HelJej' reanain- 
ed active in the party, but always belonged to the “left" and was 
one of those who. after the Russian Revolution, broke away from 
the party to start the organized Communist movement in the U.S. 

Abe's association with the first Soviet Mission to the U.S. was 
the beginning of many years of aetivitiPs in behalf of the Soviet 
Union. He was ojie of the first American visitors to Soviet Russia 
and revisited the couJUry many times. He heljjcd organized tiade 
'jrwith the Soviet Union and assisted effectively in her early indus- 
jiriaUzotion. During that period he devoted more and move time to 
prganizatianal work in tin* U.S., particularly after having relired 
.Jcoinplelcly from biisinc.ss at a relatively early age. 

F or many years, there was nothing happening on the Amer4 
ican Left to which Abe Heller did not contribute his help, hi® 
financial resources and his time. To mention a few; Soviet Kussial 
Today, of which he \va^ the first editor: Friends ot the Soviet Un- 
ion. the National Council of American-Soviet Friendship, the 
League against War and Fascism and the North-Amcrican Com- 
mittee to Help Loyalist Spain. Becau.se of his belief in education 
and his interest in the distribution of Marxist literature, he was 
particularly pleased about the successful development of Interna- 
lioirai Publishers and Uie Jefferson Svdioul. bo'di o: which h<‘ had 
helped cstublish las some years befoie he had assisted In organiza- 
tion of the Rand School). 

While it would be difficult to enumerate uU the causes In 
which Helirr was active, mention mnst be made of the Committee 
to Secure Justice for Moiton Sobcll, one of his chief interests."' ' " 
However important Heller's activities were, more Important was 
the kind of man he was; he was a most modest, unassuming and 
gracious person, of rare generosity, great integrity and unfaherlng 
loyalty to his ideals and convictions. He was blessed by being able 
>; r . dj v ate a large part of his life and energy to the work which meant 
most t o hi m: to help hr the development of a sociali st snctplv .

New legal move 
ill Sobell case 

'THE FEDERAL District Ctourt In New 
York City has been asked to termln^ 
ate a 16-year secrecy surrounding a re- 
puted drawing of the atom bomb, a cm- 
claJ piece of evidence Impounded bv the 
1951 trial which cent Ethel and Julius 
Rosenberg to the electric chair and 
their co-defendant hlorton Sobell to 
prison for SO years. 

Attorneys for Sobell have demanded 
access to tl» sketch made by David 
Greenglass, Mrs. Rosenberg's brother, as 
a preliminary move to a full-scale as- 
sault on the prosecution’s case against 
the Rosenbergs and Sobell in which, they 
charge, “the government fabricated and 
knowingly. wlUlully. intentionally and 
deUberately utilized false and perjuri- 
ous testimony and documents.** 
IMPOUNDINO of the Greenglass draw- 
ing, the Sobell attomeyi state, left the 
impression that it contained “a 
secret of enormous proportion” and “the 
prejudicial nature of this Impression... 
can hardly be underestimated/' 

The move was made Mareh 28 before 
Judge Thomas Murphy by New York at- 
torneys William M. Kunstlcr and Mar- 
shaU Perlin, who are associated with 
Arthur Kinoy of New York, Benjamin 
O. Dreyfus of San Francisco and Mal- 
colm Sharp of Alfaurqiaerque, NJd. The 
government asked for a two-week post- 
ponement to clear release of the mate- 
rial with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Murphy granted a week’s delay 
and set a new hearing on the motion 
April 4. 

THE BASIS of the new legal moves 
charging deliberate government lorgery 
in the Bosenberg-Sobell ease. Is the book 
lavltaiion to an Inooest by Walter and 
Miriam Schneir (Doubleday) which 'con- 
cludes that not only were the defendante '

AN AMENDED BRIEF by the defense 
also charged that the government had 
prepared a Uap for Emanuel Bloch, at- 
tOTney for the Rosenbergs. in connec- 
tion with the sketch allegedly drawn by 
13avld Oreenglass.
